TRAMWAYS IN SHANGHAI. 
(N.C. DB; News, ) 


The opposition to tramways has taken 
a new and unexpected phase, Hitherto in 
uestions relating to the internal work of 
the Settlements the Constitution was. re-, 
spected, and the will of the majority wag 
willingly accopted aa expressing the ox- 
pediency, or the contrary, of any line of 
action affecting the community at large. 
The Land Regulations, if somewhat vague, 
were comprehensive, and wore eipable of 
elasticity to suit new and unlooked-for con- 
ditions. . So Shanghai grew and prospered, 
and on the whole, although more slowly, 
than might havo been anticipated, the 
appearance and condition of tho place im- 
roved. In one respect, indeed, successive 
Councila and succeasive meetings of rate- 
payers were too blind to the future, or too 
careful of treading on one anather’s corns, 
Tho portion of clause V. of the Regulation 
of 1864, giving the Land-renters power to 
compel the surrender of land for public 
roads, was. never acted on, and in the 
course of events seems to havo fallen into 
desuetude. Tho badly-draited Regulations 
of 1869 ittroduced an clement of uncer. 
tainty into what was before aniticiently 
plain, and the tender dislike to intorfero 
with supposed’ private privileges which 
marked successive Councils finally resulted 
in the clauso which was inserted in’ the 
Reguntionsat .1860;-anfortunntely encum- 
bered with much incomprehensible. ver- 
biage, becoming practically a dend letter. 
The result is ‘seen in the present crusade 
against tramways, Although warned many 
times of ‘the inevitable consequences 
of neglect, the Municipal Council tok 
no. steps to. improve the commmuniva- 
tions of. the Settlement.: Not many years 
ago the task of widening old thoroughfares 
)and anaking new ones was. simple. Land 
hul not, attained its preaent value, when 
every inch represents a definite amount, 
and the ownership was in comparatively 
fow hands, Tt was pointed out tinu: after 
time that the narrow passages. through the 
Settlements, dignified with the guame of 
roads, were rapidly becoming -uncqual to 
the task of accommodating; the inerens- 
ing trafic, and the Mudivipality would 
shortly have to look the difficulty in 
the faee, when circumstances were not 80 
favourable for its amendinent. These 
warnings unfortunately fell on snwilliny 
cars, and nothing, or practically next to 
nothing, was. done. The natural result 
followed. Our too narrow streets wre 
already crowded to an inconvenient extent, 
while our population is daily increasing, 
The cireuinstances explain both the neces- 
sity for sone inergased facilities for locono- 
tion, such as tramways afford, and likewise 
the difficulty in carrying these facilities 
inte practice. Roads too narrow for a 
population of half the amount’ of the 
present trafic, while in view of its certain 
future increase. soine. such provisions ns 
that of tramways area matter of: necessity: 
These are the difficulties which besot the 
present generation of ratepayers, who in 
this, as in inany other things, have to 
suffer for the apathy: or the sins of thoir 
predecessors, - Unfortunately, in place of 
working willingly” together and striving 
with what powers they have to nmend 
present defects, a feeling of disloyalty 
towards the Oonstitution has been exhibit- 
ed.. Tramways doubtless have their ob- 
jectionable points, but the majority of 
municipalities have accepted these aa 
inseparjible from the certain benefits.to be 
desired. Where tramroads, too, have been 
most widely introduced,. their advantages 
have heen most felt, and it: is mainly in 
districts where they have been unfivour- 
ably viewed, and have: been. relegated to 
back streets or forbidden_to follow. the 
lines of main traffic that the aupposed objec. 
tions have come into play. “In many places 
they have so fur eased the traftic that streets 
formerly inconvenienced by the pressure of 
hackney carriages are now comparatively 
free, while the very people who at first 
declared it would be impossible for them 
to live in streets used by tramcars, ure now 
found largely availing themselves of. the 
advantages offered by’ trams before their 
doors. Taking all things into consideri-] 
tion, we would prefer to sed a ready acqui- 
escenee of the community in its: own deci- 
dios. At least the mile of- fellow-rite- 
payers cannot but be better than that of 
external powers, yet*wé ‘find members of 
the cdininunity so forgetful of this that on 
the slightest opposition ty . their own 
opinions.being offered they are ready ‘to 
run off and -apply-for external- aid-to- carry 
out their. own peculiar. views. 
not. thus that great . communities have 
been founded, nor. is it thus ‘thut the 
liborties of the recuganta themselves. can 
‘be secured. Tramears are. certainly . as 
effectual means of carrying the inhabitants 
of the Settlements as. wheelbarrows or 
jinrikshas, and thé Council dre bound by 
the resolutions passed on Monday last to 
see that reasonable conditions aro ‘imposed. 
There. can be-no objection tu ‘requiring 
these ‘conditions to “be. published! before. 
hand in sufficient time to permit of: the 
views of the ratepayers being ‘agcoxtained. 
Tf they do not meet thuse views they can 
be withdraya or amended. by the vata: of a 
apecial meeting. This is: certainly a more 
‘dignified: - method: of -settling: the-: dispute |- 
than ‘by seeking to have it. quashed: by
